4 IHEKIRE STATED THAT THE CURRENT STATUS OF FORCES 
WOULD FAVOR A GOR ATTACK. THE RPF HAS MOVED ITS 
FORCES OUT OF THEIR GUERILLA BASES AND INTO FIXED
